17th District Tops County

Population-wise the 17th Con-
gressional District, 18 the largest
in the County-and is continuing
to grow at the rate of @ 25,000
pér year,—the equivalent popu-
lation of a good sized town com-
ing to live ih the District each
year—according to a recent sur-

ership 'is above average with a
small percentage of dwelling
units in apartment houses, Over
51 per cent of the homes in the
District have been built since
1940 and more than 62 percent
are owner occupied. There are
over 3630 retail stores in  the
17th District which account for
6 percent of the total County
sales with the greatest growth
being recorded in the West-
chester area.

Of the 157,381 employed per
sons who live in the District
84 percent are employed it
manufacturing, 16 percent. in re-
tail trade, and 9, percent in con.
struction work. At the last elec-
tion the 17th District had 248,
338 registered voters.
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From these statistics it can
easily be concluded that the
17th Congressional District is a
very important seéction of Cali-
fornia.
